Shimizu's goal is to avoid having to pad the last block of plaintext in a block cipher - a goal that is 
not relevant to the present invention- In Shimizu, there is quite a bit of complexity, much of it evidently not 
completely necessary. Nonetheless, if you look at Figure 8 in Shimizu, which shows the chaining mode, the 
basic elements arc standard, fault tolerant, cipher block chaining links. There is no concept in Shimizu of
